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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated March 2, 2006, 
Applicants respectfully submit the restriction is improper and incomplete, as it 
fails to address claims 20-27 in the application. Based on a telephone call with 
the Examiner, Applicants' counsel understood a new, complete, restriction 
requirement was to be issued. However, as of this date, the PAIR system does 
not indicate that such a further action has been issued. 

Accordingly, in order to formally reply to the restriction requirement, 
Applicants provisionally elect with traverse claims 29-37, which the Examiner 
has categorized into Group III. Applicants further note that claims 20-27 should 
correspond to Group III as well. 

Moreover, Applicants traverse the restriction requirement as being 
improper. In particular, claims 20-27 recite a process for making a foil web for 
use in producing packages. Claim 29 recites an apparatus for performing the

process. And, claim 28 recites in means plus function form the apparatus for 
making the foil web. These inventions are not distinct as the process, as 
claimed, cannot be practiced by another and materially different apparatus; and, 
the apparatus, as claimed, cannot be used to practice another and materially 
different process. Indeed, here the apparatus is one that is designed to transport 
a sealable foil web as part of the process, and thus the Examiner's argument that 
the apparatus can be used with a different process is incorrect. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit claims 20-37 should 
be examined together. An early notice to that effect is solicited.
